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DIRECT EXAMINATION ~ continued, 
CAPTAIN TUBRLDY: Will you remind the witness he is still under 


THE WITNESS: Yes, 

DR. MERKIL: I have questions to p ut to the witness for about 
another half an hour. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Very well. 
BY DR. MERKEL: 

Q I wish first of all the witness to voice his opinion concerning 
document RF 1224, which is along the general lines concerning the big 
action against the Parisian Jews, 

A ThisWocument is known as the Dannecker concerning actions against 
Jews in Paris. This document proves that Dannecker special commission 
worked independently, and the practical carrying out of this order wag 
in the hands of the French police. 

Q Could one draw out of this a conclusion that your Security 
Police Group stationed in any part of the Security Service of the SD in 
France had participated in same? 

A No, this could pro¥e that Dannecker was in connection with the 
French Police independently, and that the carrying out of the order was 
largely in the hands of the French Police, 


Q The prosecution might frequehtly mention certain transport of Jews, 


prisoners, or workers from France into Germany. Who was responsible for 


these transports? 
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This Dannecker Commission also was in charge of these transports, 

The transportation ofJews? 

Yes. 

Any other cases? 

Concerning the work prisoners, they were transported to the 
railroad station Comp&igne by the military groups, or the military corps, 
and from there were taken over by units of the Order Folice. These 
Order Police were handed over-of-what- lsay-was the Superior SS and Folice 
Leaders,end under the chief of the Order Police. 

Q Now one more question concerning the shoóting of hostages, and 
the prosecution claims that a large number of hostages were shot; among 
other things, in Paris the number 11,000 shootings is mentioned. What 
do you küow concerning this? 

A Ibelieve tha this number is much too high. I only know con- 
cerning the shootings in 1940, and 1942,and I can not remember the exact 
number. However, I say that this number was auch too high. 

Q Canyougive your opinion about the approximate number? 

A Ido believe previously that after the Superior SS and Police 
Leader was named, that there was about three of these reprisal measures, 
and in the course of this period about 180 to 190 people were shot, If 
you had to complete that number of people shot previously, that is, 
1940 to '42, then you will come to a number in my opionion of about 
700,ог as high as 800, 

Q How do you explain this evident difference between the number of 
prosecution of 11,000 and your statement? 

MAJOR MURRAY: Just a momemt, the witness testified he did not 
know how may were shot,and пон he is asked can heexplain the difference 


between the numbers he knew that were shot and the report of 11,000 that 
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were shot, It is entirely imnaterial. 

DR. MERKEL: I am sure the witness can answer whether during 
this period obher people were added both not only killed and not shot 
as reprisal measures,but during combat, or some kind of thing? 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: 

MRXXTAKKER: Do you know how the prosecution arrived at this 
figure of 11,000 people? 

THE WITNESS: No. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Then I do not believe yeu will be able to 
explain further on that point. 

BY DR MERKEL: 


Q І now present to you the document PS-715, R 294, concerning mea- 


sures against French Officers,which were carried out with the approval of 


the German Exbassy,the SIPO,and the SD? 

A This document proves that the highest offices evidently ordered to 
have arrested who were French officers; the Commnder in Ghief West was 
supposed to prepare sucha list. In preparing this list the commander 
in chief of the army was represented as well as the commanders of the Navy, 
or Airforce,and also was a representative of the Gommunder іп Chief West. 
The gecurity Police also took part in preparing this list. Thisdocument 
proves that there was no General all &fownd West,but that all material 
was formally before that аа оаа a all of ‘icers concerned, 

It was unquestionably pointed out that the various specific points were 
brought out by these various organizations in order to carry out this 
measure, Therefore, proof that this was not a rush action but that of 


points of view,and that the guilt of the persons concerned was checked 


thoroughly before. 
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Q I shall now subnüt document 7913 ,RF 422 to say about German soldiers, 
the Gestapo,and officials are mentioned in this document who arrested peo- 
ple in Oyonnax, Were there any offices of Security Police and the SD 
in this town at all? 

A Ido not know that there was an ofiice of this Security Police 
and the SD in Oyonnax, it was probably a very small town, and the document 
mert ioned this in the occupation of the German troops. Mention is also made 
of the fact that the town was shelled. This points from a military action. 

с When youwere interrogated by the defense counsel AR the SD on 
the war diary of Potrovsky, and submitted document 7257, RF 405, you said, 
when you were interrogated, that the mention that was made of the SD in this 
document several times was to be considered as being meant to be Security 
Police. Do you mean to say that the measures described in this document 
are to be considered measures taken by the Security Police. 

A I want to point out that the members who had taken part in the 
mentioned military actions here could not have been members of Depart- 
ment III,but must have been members of Department IV, which saw to the 
carrying out actions against resistant movements. The participation of 
those menbers of the Security Police was ordered by the General Staff France 
in Lyons, If I тепелрег the real diary showed the two generals were com- 
missioned with carrying out these measures in order to bring about once 
more peace and order in southern France. Thiswas a miliary action in which 
troops and airforce took part, Тһе part that the members of tne Secupity 
Police had in this action vas an infinitesimal one under the leadership 
of КИК... „АР Geissler in order to support Department IC. At 
the same time the military intelligence staff of IC had also been made 


to do so. The members of the Security Police were used to carry out 
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interrogations ‚апа by means of these interrogations to find out new 
Eroups of terrorists. 

Q The French Prosecütion submit ted report for war prisoners,and for 
people concerning the forces of evadcation,and mutual treatment of prisoners 
ofwar. І want to read a few short passages to you on page 626 of the 
German document. Registrations are spoken of that were carried out in 
order to séize the men who were liable to labor service. 

M. MONERRAY: Pardon me, what number is that? 

DR. MERKiL: The document has no number. It was just mentioned 
once during the interrogation but was not submitted as an exhibit. 

Mg MONNERRAY: It has not been in court. 

DR. MERKEL: I don't think so. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: May we see it, please (Present document to the 
Commissioner) 
BY DR MERKEL: 

Q Was this registritation of people who were liable for labor service 
one of the tasks of the Security Police? 

A No,the Security Police had nothing to do with the registration and 
rounding up of people liable for labor service. Department III only made 


general reports on th effects of labor employment. No department of the 


Security Police had anything to do wit putting this into effect, 


Q On page 715, executions in the woods of Robinson is mentioned, 

Do you know anything about such executions carried out there by Security Police? 
A No, I know nothing about this. 
Q In the last quote from this document on page 716 it says:"The 


Department W in France has a department which has the greatest 
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number of people which had been tortured; the time was begun in the year 
of 1944,and that a long chain of massacres for the Germans no longer try 
to disguise the executions behind the mass of orderly triumphs." What 
can you as Chief of the Security Police in France say to this? 

A Тһе large number of dead people,and the nimerous number of 
snall villages men£ioned shows also that there was no offices in the 
Security Police in any ofthese small villages, and the time during which 
these actions, or events, took place were shortly before, during and after 
the invasion,and were as part of milibary measures, I should also like 
to point out that during the time of invasion the offices of the Security 
Police іп this department were not staffed with additional personnel. 
The victims I hasi here must be victims of military measures taken 
in order to protect the troops, and propbably carried out by terrorists 
behind the front. 

Q A further mention is sade of the Gestapo prison in Bonscat, and 
likewi se,mention is made of the Gestapo prison in Мегірпас. Were there 
any offices of the Security Police in either ofthese places? 

Q I never heard ofthese places mentioned as seats of a Security 
Police or SD office. At best there were only very small offices in the 
capitals of the departments, but not every capital of a department had 
such SD or Security Police office. Orly in a very few border towns were 
there any headquarters of the frontier police. That is, towns which were 
not capitals of a department. 

Q In this document mention is made of several people ‚апа two of them 
were ome Poinsot, and the other Cilerier, who had been arrested, and killed, 


and were listed French Nationals, Do youknow whether these people men- 


tioned were members of the Security Police andthe SD, or of the French 2

DR. MERKEL: This id document also that has no number, which 
was submitted with a number of other documents as a group. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Well, Dr Merkel, you appreciate that when 
one is reading & record you can not tell what is being referred to, and 
when you read the records that it is not possible to know what is going on, 
and-have to identify the paper in some way so that the record can be 
made showing these papers when the record is being read. 

DR MERKEL: Would it be agreeable if I gave this document a 
number and I vill present it today.

If not, I don't think it is in 
evidence even though it has been read, I think it would be advisable to

DR MERKEL: It is RF 306. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Youpre referring to the first page? 

DR MERKEL: Yes,the first page. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Could we have that document here identified 
before the witness is asked to testify considering it, so when we read 
the record we will oe able to make reference to what you refer. 

BY DR. MERKEL: Q Do yo remenber my question? 

A Yes. By the names I know they can only be Frenchmen. I have had 
nà one with the “ecurity Police with those names. I remember that the 
name Poinsot was mentioned once by the French Police. A certain Poinsot 
was to receive a function with the police in Vichy,but he had not been 
in Vichy up tc that time - I donot know if tliat same nan is the man or not. 

Q On page 2 is mentioned a sergeant who split a prisoners head by 
means of a key during interrogations, Can you tell uswhether this man was 
a member of the Security Police. 

A This man was evidently a member of the Army, who belonged to the 
guard personnel of the army, detention institution, for mention is made 
here that a certain berders "H" was the place concerned. 

Q I shall submit another document to you, C-45. This document is a re- 
gulation concerning the combatant fight against terrorist. 

A This is an order of the Gommamer in Chief West concerning the 
right against terrorist, and this order shows and you can see that is 
his command for the army,and shows further that the security of the 
troops has been so endangered by the terrorist that police measures are 
evidently no longer counted on,andcthe troops are to take their own 
actions. This condition w as not the same in all the districts,but in 


some districts the army troops were so much endangeréd that communications < 
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could no longer be sustained between two offices, if a number of cars or 
convoys did not keep up the communications together. 
MAJOR MURRAY 
WR XQUXRARAX: Опе moment. If I remember this document 
was handed to this man,and he was not asked a question about it. He 
appearently was told what was in the doament, and the Commission 
can not tell what is in the document without hie helping out. 
DR. MERKEL: The question was to read the order, The order con- 


cerned the SD here, and to see whether the Security Police, or the gecurity 


Service had any hands in these matters,and I would like the witness to 


answer that question. 
MAJCR MURRAY: I believe you can determine that from the docu- 
ment itself. You do not need help from this Gestapo witness to read the order. 
CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Мау I see the document please. Is it in German? 
THE INTERPRETER: Yes,sir. (Whereupon same read to the Commission). 
CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: I think that is the proper question. 

Will you answer the question, 

This order shows that the Security Police was not asked to take any 
part in the investigations concerning the situations,and measures mentioned 
here, but was only informed afterwards after skirmishes and actions had 
already taken place. The same was true of the military commander in chief 
who was also informed only afterwards. 

Q Was it one of the means, did it belong to the work or aims, tasks, 
and measures of the activities of the Security Police and SD in France to 
take Jews out of concentration camps.and also to take out political ene- 


mies from prisoner of war camps. 
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Q То such camps in order to execute them? 
A No, I know of no cage where the Security Police was employed in such 
actions. 


Q Тһе defense counsel for the SD has already submitted us the(German) 


"Decree Bulletin" PS 1650. Did the Security Police in France have any hand 


in this measure? 

A No. 

Q Why not? 

A From the contents of the domirent which was submitted to me here, 
wich is proof that this decree would have had no basis at all in France, 

Q Simimarly, the Field Comnando Order 498—PS was submitted to jou. 
Did the Security Police in France have any hand in the execution of 
commando members, or parachutists, or were these measures not carried out? 

A The directives given France concerning this Commando Order was that 
parachutists were to remain with the troops, or handed over tothe troops. 
This means that parachutists in uniform were always,if they had fallen 
into the hands of the Security Police, were handed over immediately to 
the nearest airforce station. 

Q I shall like to submit the document that is already handed to 
you, C—176,DB 228, concerning executions in Bordeaux. Who executed these 
people in Bordeaux? 

A The Navy executed these commandos in Bordeaux. 

Q Were the Security Police in France used to carry out the socalled 
"Nacht und Nebel Erlass” document 1-90? 

A Practical execution of this decree had already been put into 


effect before the higher Police SS and Leadership office was instituted.

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The Sr.Judge decided as to whether the prisoner was to be handed over as 
а "Night and fog prisoner." When the office of the higher SS and Folice 
Leader was instituted the Security Police only continued to carry out the 
work which formerly had to be carried out by the Secret Field Police, The 
Security Police took over the prisoner termed as "A night and fog priso- 
rer" by the Sr. judge, and caused him to be transported to a Gestapo 
office within the Reich, which sofar as I know was in Cologne, 

Q This also claims that members of the Gestapo and SD arrested Foreign 
Internati onalists, and punished and sentenced them by summary court trials. 
Were such trials carried out in France? 

A I only know that such arrests took place when the persons concerned 
had committed offenses against the regulations of the occupying power; or, 
if they were suspected of having attached with a group that had taken action 
against, or intended to take action against the occupying power. The 
disciplinary measures that I knew of were only measures ordered by the 
RSHA, the protective custody, by a military court trial, 

Q Did cases of family or clan arrests occur within the area of the 
commander in France? 

A I remember that immediately after the institution of the higher 
55 and Police Leader a yellow poster was published threatening Ша % family 
members of a person who had fled, after committing an offense, would also 
be arrested. І know nothing,however, ofa practiéal execution of this 
order , In order to carry this measure out, it would have had to be 
necessary to know who the criminal was,and if one knew who it was, it 
would have been necessary to locate the members of his family, and con- 


sidering the very small staff we had, this was practically impossible. 


| 
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Q Were inmates of detention institutions in France murdered by the 
Security Police in order to prevent their liberation by the Allies? 

A I know nothing of this. The settling of prisoner questions was 
regulated by the military commander in chief at the beginning of the in- 
vasion, or rather before the invasion took place, I already mentioned 


that the Army detention institutes had always been under the supervision 


guarding and maintenance of the military administration. This state of 


affairs remained untilkhe very end,and as such the evacuation, detention 


buildings, and prisons were the concern of the military administration. 
Q Do you know anything about the confiscation of plundering of public 
property, especially, Jewish property in France? 
A Мо, I do not remember any cases, because all confiscations had to 
be carried out by the military administration. 
Q Was there any persecution of the churches by the Security Police 
while you were in France? 
A No, 
DR. MERKEL: No further questions. 
BXXERIXGAXEKIKX 
DR. GAWLIK: I would like to submit four documents to the witness 
which I have just now received. 
CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: What documents are they. 
DR GAWLIK: The SD. 
CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: | Have they been submitted by the prosecution, 
DR. CAWLIK: Yes. 
CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Very well. Аге you able to identify them, 
DR. GAWLIK:  Yes,they have been identified already. 
CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Very well. 
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DR. GAWLIK: І shali first like to submit to you document 
PS 715 and document 723. 

MAJOR MURRAY : As to No. 715, counsel for the Gestapo had 
already put the question to the witness, it seems to me, 

DR. GAWLIK: Yes, but I have just one more question concerning 
this. The documents were submitted on 1 January 1946, and the place I re- 
ferred tois on page 3276,and page 3277 of the German copy. My question 
is if in these documents conc erning the SD, the "SD" is mentioned, or, is 
really the "SD" meant the Security Police? 

THE WITNESS: Department IV is meant, that is the Security Police. 

DR. GAWLIK: Thank you. On 25 January 1946, document F-567D, which 
I was not able to procure, was submitted. The places referred to аге 
found on pages 3314 to 3316. In this document mention is supposed to be made 
of French civilians who were tortured in German police prisons in France 
by tortured instruments belonging to the SD. My question is - 

BY DR. GAWLIK: 

Q Did the SD in France have any prisons? 

A No. 

Q Did the SD in France have any instrugmen ts of torture? 

A I know nothing of it. 

Q My next document is document F-571, page 23. In this document 
mention is made ofthe mistreatment or mal-treatment of a French National. 
The torturer mentioned here is called "Otto Bahrmann,DSD." Can you tell 
us whether this Otto Bahrmann was a member of the SD, or of another organi- 
zation? 


A I see from this document thet the territory concerned із in northern 


France,and northern France was not under the jurisdiction of the military | 
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Commander of Franc e, 


DR GAWLIK: No further questions, 


CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Any cross examination. 


CRGS EXAMINATION 
BY M. MONERRAY: 
Q When did you enter the SD? 
A In 1937. 
Q Before, were you a member of the Party? 
A Yes, since 193. 
Q Were you a member of the SS? 
A No.

A I thinkthe rank I held was that of SS Starndartenfuehrer,which I 
received when I became chief of the Security Police, in May 1942.

What was the function of 6-H? 
To draw up Intelligence Service abroad, and, above all to bring 
about connections with im:;igrant organizations. 
Q And what for-this connection with immigrant organizations? 
A In orderto intelligence concerning political developments abroad, 
How long had you been chief of the 6-H? 
Until I was transferred to France. 
You mean, until June 1940? 
Yes. 
To this day you had no connection any more with AMT VI? 
Yes. 
What sort of function? 
With АМТ VI? 
Q Yes? 
A I concemed myself personally with the intelligence work in France, 


for the work that I did there was of an intelligence nature until May 1942. 
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Q Reports were sent to Amt. 6? 

A No, reports were also sent to Amt. 3, Amt. 7 and Amt. 4, 

Q Where did you receive the directive to send your reports either 
to Amt, 3, Amt, 4,Amt. 6 or Amt. 7? 

According to the directives of the Retchs Security Main Office. 

It was customary for the directives for the RSEA for SD members 

reports to the different departments of the RSHA was it not? 

The missions of the SD in France were not only missions that 
interested the Amt. 6 of the RSHA but missions which interested the 
RSHA in general. 

Q 1 am asking you if directives existed giving you the necessary 
authority to send reports to Amt. 3,Amt. 4, Amt. 6 or Amt. 7. You can 
answer this question by "yes" or "по, " 

А Yes, 

Q Can you tell me what kind of reports were to be sent to Amt, 4? 

A Amt. 4 was to receive reports concerning communistic and leftist 
groups and also reports concerning the French police and general informa- 
tion on the French Police. 

Q Why were the reports sent to Amt. 4 and not to Amt. 6? 

A Since Amt. 4 was the central bureau for the evaluating of this 
intelligence, 

Q In your capacity as a member of the SD, were you paid by the 
party or by the state? 

A I believe I was paid by the party, but I don't know that exactly. 

Q How long were you paid by the party? 


А I don't know where the money I received came from. I always 


received my money from the RSHA. Idon't know if this money was taken 
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from the party or the state. 
Q Since June, 1940, you did not hold any officiel position at the 
RSHA, did you? 
No, but I was carried on the list of the RSHA. 
What was the mission of 6-E? 
Do you mean what 6-Е referred to in the уегте1942 to 1944? 
In 1941. 
I believe 6-Е concerned itself with Italy. 
Q The group in charge of the investigation of biological foes, was 


this Grovp 6-E! 


A Yes, it may be that the name was afterwards 6-E, 


Q Was there any connection between the different groups of Dept. 
6 and Dept. 4 of was this connection only "тее. tie distribution 
of the different reports and files? 

A Yes, there was only a mutual exchanze of d&cuments and information 
and only then if Amt. 4 was interested. 

Q There мав no possibility for instance for Amt. 4 to give any 
direct orders to Amt. 64? 

А Мої гв far es I know, 

Q Ном can you explain that on the original organization's plan, 
the official chart of organization of the RSHA on January 1,1941, you 
are still called chief of Group 6-Е of Dept. 66, You are SS Obersturm- 
bennfuhrer Dr. Knochen, are you not? 

A I already told you that I was still carried on the list of Department 
6. I was officially represented there by someone because my work in 
France might just as well have only been of a temporary nature. 


Q So, we can say that Group B is quite the same as Group A? 
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A Yes. 


Q On the general chart of organization, Document L-185, U.S. 484, 


it is indicated that as to Group 6-E, the chief of Dept. 4 has a special 
directive right, is that correct? 

A Yes, but this right of directive could mnly be exercized via the 
chief of the Amt and would be used for example if & new mission or task 
resulted of was issued by Amt. 4, which Amt. 6 was supposed to carry out 
and which was of immediate interest to ‘he chief of Amt. 4. 

Q If we were to sum up this long lenthly answer, we can вау,сап 
we not, that this is cocrect that Amt. 4 hes directive rights as to 
Group 6-8? 

A No, this wording would mean that this group 6-Е received direct 
orders andinetructions from Amt. 4. 

Q What was the meaning of “special directive rights" of the chief 
of Amt. 4. It seems perfectly clear to me, 

A This regulation is e "maybe" carried out regulation and it was 
not thet all questions were to be decided with Amt. 4. 

Q There was a direct connection between Amt. 4 and Amt. 6? Please 
answer "yes" or'no," 

A 1 cannot answer the question in the negative or affirmative, 
because геге this order does not mean а subordination to Amt. 4. 

Q I did not ask you if there was a subordination or one or the other, 


I asked you only if there was a direct connection. 


A І cannot answer this question by "yes" or fino," 


DR. GAWLIK: The attorney is asking the witness to interpret a 
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regulation and that is the business of the Tribunal 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Please continue, Mr. Monneray 
BY MR. MONNERAY;: 

Q It is not worth while to continue the discussion. The text is 
perfectly clear. 

You told us during your direct examination by counsel that the 
RSHA was only of & personal union and there ws8 no coordination between 
the several departments, did you not? 

A I said thet as far as my office as chief of the Securi ty Police 
was concerned, it was only a personal union, I do not believe that the 
question concerne^ the RSHA. 

Q According to your experiences in the office of the RSHA, there 
was a liaison between the different offices? 

A Yes, of coursethere was a connection. 

DR. GAWLIK; I would like to object to this question, ав the 
witness has not been with the RSHA since 1940, He was in France and does 
not have the necessary knowledge to testify about this. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: The work thet he was doing was so close to 
the RSHA, he must have known what was going on in the RSHA. 

DR. GAWLIK: Then, I would like to have the question asked of 
the witness as to whether or not he has the necessary knowledge to testify, 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDYr I would assume that he has the knowledge, іп 
view of the work he was engeged in, 


BY MR. MONNERAY: May І add that the witness told us of the different 


reports sent in Paris, It is quite obvious that the gentleman is aware

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of the activities of the RSHA.. The objections are purely technical, 
Do you know whet was the riseion of Group 6-S, 
No, I could not define the missions of Group 6-5, 
Have you known the witness, Dr. Siche? 
Yes. 
He was the chief of Department 7? 
Yes, until he was transferred to the foreign office, I believe? 
Was he a member of the SD? 
Yes, 
CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: We will have a recess for a few momants, 
(THE COMMISSION REC*SSED AND CONVENED AT 1600 HOURS.)

Yes. 
When did you receive the title of Leiter de Dienstatelle Paris? 

A This was no title representing a direct appointment. Thomas 
just told me that you are now going to manage this office in Paris? 

Q Did this group work only in Paris, or all over the northern 


part of France? 


A In Paris, then the subordinate office in Bordeaux, one in Dijon,

Q At this time did your Command constitute the whole organizetion 
of the Sipo and the SD in France? 
A Individual deputies also arrived in France, there was for an example 
a special Criminal Police Commando that was sent to France, The mission 
of my Commando was onlyto safeguard the material in the different offices 


and organize them to carry out an intelligence evaluation of this

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9 You told us one of your missions was to pick up the former 
Austrian refugees living in France, did you not? 

A No, leter to find out what noli tical aims and activities were 
being саггей on with these different groups and organiz-t'ons, Checking 
up on these individual refugees was one of the missions of a department 
of Amt. 4. 

Q You told us before the recess that you sent your reports to 
the different departments of the RSHA in Berlin for Amts, 4, 6 and 7? 

A Yes. 

Q What kind of reports concerning whet matéers were you sending to 
Berlin for instance for Department 4? 

A The special consul tant who was sent along for Amt. 4 had the 
various addresses needed, tre depertment addresses for example of the 
different Socislist Party Offices, etc. 

Q No only addresses of the organizations, but also addresses of the 
members of the organizations? 

A If available there were also addresses of the leaders within 
these organizations. 

Q Do you know what these reports contained? 

A The material thet was placed in the different offices was sorted 
according to different points of view. For example, memo programs, lecture 
reports, etc., which were of interest to other offices and organizations. 

Q At the same time you tried to find or exploit the members of 


organizations of any kind, which seemed to be of interest to you? 


A Yes.

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Q This material was then sent to the different departments, 
3, 4, 6 and 7? 

A Not allof the material that was of interest to France was 
sent to the Ministry Information of France, 

Q Did you always cooperate closely with the military authorities, 
under the summer of 1942? 

A Yes, 

Q You never had any incident, nor might I say you don't remember 
any incident when the ministry command of France asked your Chief, Heydrick, 
to recall you? 

А hat must have been at the very beginning, but Heydrick immediately 
clarified this incident and after that no further incidents eccured and 
when General Stupnagel left France I remember that I personally said 
goodby to him. All other subsequent commanders wore SS uniforms and not 
the uniforms of the Secret Military Police, This is one of the most im- 
portant things of the issue. 

Q How logg did you carry out your mission of research work of cere 
tain organizations? 

A The time varied for the different sectors. 

Q At the same time you were the chief of the Sipo and SD under 
General Thomas? 

А There were no Secret Police measures connected with this, the 
only mission we had to concern ourselves with was one of an intelligence 
kind, 


Q So you did not take any personal initiative before becoming 


commaüder of the Sipo and SD? 
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A What do you mean by initiative? 

Q You did not take any messures beyond this scope of pure 
abstract intelligence work? 

A The Secret MilitaryPolice worked on the material that was necessary 
end any incidents that were to be carried out were then carried out by 
the Secret Militery Police. 

Q What did the members of the Gestapo do who were in your Command? 

A They were working on the communistic and socialist organizations, 
in order to build up an intelligence service. 

Q 118 they hand over to the Militery Police all information which 
seemed to make necessery an executive action? 

A Yes, for they themselves were not allowed to take ayy executive 
action. 

Q Did you promote any executive action to be carried out by French 
collaborators? 

A In 1940 the collaborationist party groups wanted of their own

Q In 1941 did you direct any action of an executive kind?

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Q Do youremember the reason for this? 

A Sommer had worked with such an active French Group and of his 
own accord had such a connection. 

Q But, he did not act under your orders and you did not act under 
the orders of Heydrick? 

A Yes, certainly I was under Heydrick's orders by his Deputy Thomas, 

Was Sommer a member of the SD? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you remember the blowing up of seven or eight synagogues in 
Paris in October of 1941, 

A Not seven or eight, I remember one, 

Q On the 2nd and 3rd of October there were plots carried out with 
explosives against seven synagogues and you sent very large reports on

this to the XXXXEXXX Commandé#. Do you remember that? 

Қ Yes, but I don't remember that number. 

Q Do you remember that those plots hed been organiz ей by Sommer, 
with him working unéer your orders? 

A I did not have any orders,

A I remember that Sommer was concerned in this action, 


Q You do not remember that Sommer told the Military investigators 


that he acted according to your orders. Please answer first by "yes" or 


"no," 
A Yes, he did so because otherwise he probably would not have been 


released by the militery authorities. 


Q Do you remember that you sent a report to the Military Command, 
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telling him that those plots were due to a sort of a spohtaneous outbreak 

of the anti-Jewish passion of the French people, whereas you knew already 

that Sommer had organized these plots, Do you remember this report? Please 

answer "yes" or"no" if you remember this report, afterward you can explain. 
A I don't remember the report in detail, 


Do you remember the report itself? 


I know that the report was made to the Military Command at that 


Did you report it to the military commaüd? 
No, I don't remember that. 
Q Is it correct that you had a conversation with Sommer bout this 
project of blowing up these synagogues? 
A No, I don't remember. 
Q It seems advisable to show you the value of your whole testimony. 
I submit as evidence Document PS 1629, which should be given an Exhibit 
Number 6f, this Commission, I read to you a letter of October 4, 1941,

During the police investigations by the French authorities, I was able 
to obtain a first picture of public opinion: 

1. The opinion most often heard is that the attacks were planned by the 
Jews themselves in order to create » feeling of compassion for thesemselves 
amongst the broad masses of the people. Many Frenchmen even go so far as to 
consider the French political police гв the instigators, and to assume that 
the Chief of Cabinet of the Paris Prefert of Police Dallier is the authorita- 
tive liaison officer between Jewish сафіїо1 and the executive offices. This 
latter interpretation is principally represented in newspaper circles, 

8 Тһе French Police on the other hand declare that only DELO'CLE 
would be responsible for such organized outrages, 

А One often hears that version which says that this is a purely 
“Jewish Business", intended to switch the occurence into the religious- 
domain, and thereby to stir up agitation against the Germans and the "anti- 
Jewish laws inspired by them." 

4 That which is stated in 3 coincides or rather is proved by those, 
though isolated-, voices the origin of which probably lies with the Jews 
themselves, which шїк declares that at the time in question(between 205 
o'clock) nobody could be in the streets except the Gemmans. Even if it could 
not be said with resobute certainty that the instigators were Germans; one thing 
was in any case certain, that there was noquestion of Frenchmen having 


perpetrated these deeds, 


After the rumor hed epread in Paris in the early morning hours of 


2.10.1941 that the English had dropped bombs, this error was cleared up 
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in the course of the day when it gradually became known that gparently only 
synagogues were hit. The press preports in the evening helped to clarify the 
situation further, 

Young people particularly hailed the fact warmly that at least something 
forcible had been undertaken against the Jews, without seriously taking 
into consideration the possible men behind perpretzators. In the circle 
of the Anti-Jewish institute the point of view was taken that it wes & good 
thing to give the Jews a public reminder, and, with regard to the perpretators, 
inclined toward the interpretations as given in 1, 

A further report will follow in due course," 

Witness, did you listen to the reading of this letter? 

A Yes, 


Q Do you remember now? 


A Yes, l remember the events, 


Q You remember now that you were in touch with Sommer and acted according 
to higher orders? 

A I don't remember how it was. Sommer returned to France later. 

Q I did not ask you if Sommer was in Fre се afterwards, I asked if you, 
not Sommer, talked over the matter and acted under superior orders! 

À I did not give any instructions. This affair must have been managed 
by Berlin, I don't know upon whose suggestion. 

Q I will read you an extract of the report of the German Military Command, 


It is a letter sent to the Chief of Bolice in Berlin: 
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"The plots were executed by Frenchmen belonging to the Deloncle groups, 
The 6xplosives were procured by SS-2nd Lieutenant Sommer from Berlin and 
delivered to the offenders, SS-2nd Lieutenant Sommer was informed of the 
time of the attacks and was in company of the offenders directly before the 
&ttacks. 

&£-2nd Lieutenant Sommer acted on the order of the Chief of the Paris- 
branch of the Security Police and of the Security Service, SS-Lieutenant 
Colonel Dr. Knochen, who - accotding to the enclosed copy of his repott 
to the Militerycommander of 4 October 1941 wrongly described these attacks 
as а 'purely French affairs'". 

Have you anything to say to this? 

A If Sommer had done this at my order, he would not have received 
the explosives for examole from Berlin. It would have been impossible to 
carry out such an order for such an action simply on my order. 

Q Is it correct that you left Paris immediately after those plots, 
in order to go to Berlin, do you remember? 


A I don't remember. 


Q I want to read to you the letter sent from Heydrick to the Military 


Command of France? 

"To the explanations about the explosion pàots carried out against 7 
Paris synagogues in the night of 2 to 3 October by Frenchmen with the know- 
ledge of the Director of the Paris Agency of my task force detachment, I am 
taking the following stand! 

"The plots of sabotage which was carried out war-industrial facilities, 
the acts of sabotag& against railroad transports, the assassination »tempts 


on members of the German armed forces and the attempted assassination of French 
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politicians, who openly took a stand for a German French collaboration showed 
Jewish Communist circles to be the instigator of all these crine] The 

German authorities in Paris, as well as the press at that time, pointed out 

again and again that Jews and Communists are the instigators of the detonatinn 
Plots and assassination attempts, The political situation made it appear арргор- 
fiate that aside from the punishments which was handed out it must be shown to 
the French public and the world public that within the French people there are 
also forces which are not only prepared to fight Bolshevism but also publicly 

to attack Jewry which was formerly so powerful in Paris, 

On the part of my agency, liaison had also been established with French 
anti Semitic groups in the work against internat ‘onal Jewry. The anti- 
Semitic group of Deloncle was in this respect even formerly known as the 
most active, whereby DELONCLE = with 511 reservations because of his other- 
wise political unpredictability - gave the best guarantee for an uncompro-= 
mising fight against Jewry. DELONCLE declared for himself thathhe was ready 
to carry out reprisal measures against Jewry as the instigators of the 
attempted plots. His suggestions were accept by me only at the moment when 
Jewry was being ear marked with alleseverity even by highest authorities 
as the responsbble arsonist in Europe, who must once and for all isappear 
in Europe, 

The explosion plots against 7 Paris synagogues which were carried out 
in one night were also a sign for France thet Jewry cen no longer feel 
secure in its former European center. All French circles understood this. 

No doubt could ever arise that these measures are directed exclusively 


against Jewry; but not against the German Wehrmacht which will never guard 
or protect Jewish Synagogues. ThetGerman offices had knowledge of the plot

"Due to the peculiarity of the measures to be carried out, the Director 
of my Paris office did not notify the Commander in Chief, since, on the 
besis of previous experiences in working together with the Commander in 
Chief, one could hardly count on the necessary understanding for the 
necessity of executing these measures in the controversies with world 
philosophical opponents. Due to the special circumstances of the task he 
therefore also reported later on what public opinion actually was. I was 
fully aware of the political importance of the measures adopted egpBcially 
since for years I have been commissioned to prepare the final solution of 
the Jewish problem in Europe, I also accept the responsibility for it. 
According to the reports at hand before me, the injuries of the members of 
the German Wehrmacht, as a result of the explosion plot, were fortunately not 
considerable. 

For further utilization of my former deputy for Belgium and France, I 


inform you that SS Brigadefuehrer Dr. Thomas already received from me on 29 


September 1941 a new assignment within the scope of the Security Police de= 
tailed in the East, which anyhow would not have permitted further utilization 


in France. For inner-departmental reasons, I summond SS Obersturmfuehrer Sommer 


to Berlin. The director of the Paris office, 55 Obersturnbennfuehrer Dr. Knochen 


acted according to the orders given to him. So far there has heen no objection 
to his work in France, во that I shell continue to keep him in the post a8 
director of the special task detachment in France with the Paris office." 

Q You acted according to the orders of Heydrick and those plots were 


within the scope of the tasks of your commands in Paris. Is this correct? 
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A No, 

Q So you claim that the letter of the Chief of the Sipo and SD 
is not according to the truth and does not give the exact definition 
of your tasks in France, do you? 

А No, but the report is not related exactly as the affair was. Тһе affair 
was ordered by Berlin without my being concerned in it andas the letter discloses 
that Sommer was being recalled to Berlin and I was to remain ёп the office, 
this fact shows that I did not have a hand in it as you assume. 

Do you deny having made this report?

"Due to the peculiarity of the measures to be carried out, the 
Director of my Paris office did not notify the Commander in Chief, sinco, on 
the basis of previous experiences in working together with the Commander in 
Chief, one could hardly count on the necessary understanding for the nocossity 
of executing these measures in the controversies with world philosophical 
opponents. Due to the special circumstances of the task he therefore also 
reported later on what public opinion actually was.
